THE STATEMENT OF THE REDUC- 
TION FOR APRIL, 


The President Makes Another Batch of Appo!rt- 
me_te-Who the New Men Are—Notes From 
the Departments—Removals Ordered — 
hews From the Ospital, Etc. 


Wasuixetox, May 1.—The debt statement 
iseued to-day shows the decrease of the public 
debt during the "month of April to be $5,464,- 
596.38. Decrease of the debt since June 30th, 
1884, $50,075,229.68; cash in the treasury, 
$483,952,566.09; gold certificates outstanding, 
$153,560 690.00 ; silver certificates outstanding, 
$141,555 086.00; certificetes of deposit outstand- 
ing, $25,450,000.00; refunding certificates out- 
Banding, $244,050.00; legal tenders outstand- 
standing, $346,681,016.00; fractional currency 


outstanding, not including amount estimated 
as lost dr stolen, $6,966,153.88. By the new 
form of debt statement, which is to supersede 
the o!d ore at the beginning of the fiscal year, 
the decrease of the public debt during April is 
plated at $4,557,339.71. The items in both 
forms arethe same. The difference is caused 
by the change in the method of stating the 
accounts.

The president to-day appointed E. J. Hale, 
of North Carolina, to ba United States consul 
at Manchester, England, vice A. D. Shaw sus- 
pended. John Goode, of Virginia, to be solici- 
tor general, vice Sam’l F. Phillips resigaed, 
snd Wim. M. Merrick, of Maryland, to be an 
associate justice of the supreme court of the 
district of Columbia, vice Andrew Wyley re- 
pigned. 

J.B. Baird, of Georgia, to-day received his 
appointment as superintendent of the dead 
letter oflice, and immediately entered upon 
ihe discharge of his duties. 

Secretary of the treasury to-day ordered the 
removal ot Special Agent 8. E. Chamberlin. 
One of the reasons alieged for his removal be- 
ing thet he was born in Vermont, was ap- 

inted from Virginia, and voted in Mary- 
Lead. 
THE NEW APPOINTEES. 

E, J. Hale, who was to-day appointed con- 
eul at Manchester, England, is a native of 
North Carolina, about 45 years of age and 
editor of the Fayetteville, N. C., Observer. 
He has slways been a working democrat, and 
was a delegate to the democratic national con- 
vention of last year, and supported the demo- 
cratic ticket strongly in his newspaper during 
the late presidential campaign. He applied 
for a third-class mission, and was indorsed by 
the North Carolina delegation. 

Hon. John Goode, of Virginia, who was to- 
day appeinted solicitor general of the_U aited 
States, is a native Virginian, 56 years of age, 
was admitted to the bar in 1551. In the samo 

rear be was elected a member of the Virginia 
legisiaiure, and in 18$twas a member of the 
Virginia convention which adopted the 
Ordinance of secésijon. He was a menber 
of the contederate congress during the war 
and representative from Virginia ia the forty- 
fourth, jorty-fifth and forty-sixth congresses. 
Hie was a member of the electoral college in 
i552 and in 1856, and was delegate to the na- 
tional democratic convention in 1868, and a 
member of the democratic executive commit 
tee from 1868 to 1876. 

Wm. M. Merrick, of Maryland, who was 
to-day appointed associate justice of the su- 
preme court of the District of Columbia, is one 
of a femily of prominent lawyers. His fath- 
Win. D. Merrick, was one of the most 
inent Jawyers of Maryland, and was 

States eenator from 1836 
1845, One of his brothers 

Merrick, of this city, has a national 
reputation, and his youngest brother, George 
C,, isa prominent lawyer, of Prince George 
county, Maryland. He himself began the 
practice of law in this city in 1844, and was 
appointed by President Pierce associate justice 
ofthe old circuit court of the district of Colum- 
bia. This court was abolished by act of con- 
gress in 1863, and Judge Merrick 
resumed the practice of law in Maryland. In 
is7l he was elected to congress from the fifth 
Meryland district, and served on the com- 
mittee which investigated the credit mobilier 
scandal, making the principal speech upon 
the subject when the report was made tocon- 
grees. The salary grab act was passed during 
the life of this congress, but Judge Merrick 
opposed it, and refused to take his back pay. 
Since his retirement from congress he has 
continued to practice lawin Maryland. . He 
wae born in Charles county, Maryland, and is 
about sixty-six years old.

THE LONE ROBBER.

Cuicaco, May 1.—Superintendent Fargo, of 
the American express company, received a 
dispatch to-day from the physicians in attend- 
ance on Weber and Davis, the men attacked 
by the robber on the Louisville, New Albany 
end Chicago railroad at Harrodsburg, Ind., 
Thursday morning, saying that Davis, the 
express messenger, was still alive, but could 
not recover, as his brain matter was oozing 
through the bole in his head, Weber, the 
baggage man, is recovering. The robber has 
not yet been arrested. The assistant manager 
said the company bad only heard from Louis- 
vil‘e and New Albany regarding 
the amount of money given the 
messenger. ‘These places show only $1,800.” 
Hie said: “Besides these there’ are only four 
towns where money could be taken, and we 
are positive none was taken at Harrodsburg. 
Other towns will not report at the highest over 
$400. The loss, therefore, is trifling.” 


AN OVERDOSE SAVED HIM. 


ihe Dreadtal Drenching Which a Muarder- 
er Underwent, 


St. Atpans, Vt.,. May 1.—Oscar Meyer, con- 
victed ofthe murder of Herman Krause, on 
Lake Chaplain, attempted suicide in jail here 
lest night, but an overdose of poison which he 
took prevented the accomplishment of his pur- 
pose, In hisefilortto make the job sure he 
took 631% grains of morphine pills, and some 
mercury and tin scraped fromthe backof a 
looking glass. He has been saving 
the morphine ‘eos given him from 
time to time to induce sleep. “While very sick 
end expecting to die, Meyer confessed to shoot- 
ing Krause, but said he did not doit for 
money, but because they had quarreled and 
he got mad. He said Krause first knocked 
hian down and then stabbed him with a knite, 
whereupon he (Meyer) shot him twice, cut a 
hole in the ice end sank the body, 
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A Mausoleum of Brains, 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—“‘It would be a bless- 
ing to more than one man to be turned out of 
the civil service,”’ said a member of the treas- 
ury inquiry commissicn to-day. There 
are dozens of young men here who have 
excellent education and bright intel- 
lects who entered the government 
cervice after leaving college, intending 
to siny but a few months--a year at the most. 
They got in and have staid, and it is probable 
that they will be buried here for the rest of 
their days. Then again there ere others who as- 
cepted clerkships in order that they might 
be able to support themselves 
while attending lectures at the law 
or medical schools. This class  fuily 
intended to strike out for itself the day the 
diplomas were distributed, but the certainty 
of a small salary has kept them here, 
and they, too, are likely to die in the harness. 
The departmental service is the mansoleum of 
brains. Men who enter seem unable to leave, 
and hundreds of bright young fellows are lost 
to the world because ofa clerkship at $1,200 a 
year. 
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A MYSTERIOUS TRUNK. 


The Body of an Unknown Man Found 
Crammed Within It. 

PirtspurG, May 1.—A trunk which arrived 
in Pittsburg from Chicago, but wae not claim- 
ed, was discovered to be a source of offensive 
odor to-day. It was opened by the baggage- 
men and found to contain the corpse of a man, 
apparently a laborer. It showed no marks of 
violence beyond what might have been used 
to cramp the body in the trunk. No explana- 
tion has been reached.

The Mills Close Down, 

Ba.trMorE, May 1.—The Meadow cotton 
mill of Wm. E. Hooper & Son, at Woodberry, 
Baltimore county, has suspended operations 
until further orders. The mill, when runnin 
full, gave employment to several hundre 
hands. 

The Chicego [Strikers, 

Curcaco, May 1.—The strike inaugurated at 
the south . Chicago rolling mills agsomicy by 
some seventy furnace men, pit men and ladle 
liners, has caused both steel and rail mills to 
shut down, and some 1,200 men are thrown 
out of employment. The strikers were re- 
ceiving from $1.25 to $1.50 aday for twelve 
hours work, while last fall their pay was $2 a 
cay for ten hours work. They demanded an 
advance of twenty-five cents a day. 


Suit Against a Railroad. 
Pererspure, Va., May 1.—The jury in thé 
suit of the administrator of Fannie Royal 
against the Norfolk and Western railroad com- 
pany for $10,000 damages, after having the 
case under consideration since Wednesday 
night, gave a verdict this morning for the 
plaintitt for $325. Fannie Royal was killed 
on the roed by having her head crushed be- 
tween the bumpers of two flat cars. A mo- 
tion for a new trial will probably be made.

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PEACE IN PANAMA. 


AIZPURU GOES ON BOARD A 
FRENCH VESSEL. 


The American Marines Withdrawing to Their Ships 
~The Casualties ofthe Expedition—Two Vio- 
lent Deaths, and One From Natural 
Causes—The Last From Panama. 


Paxama, Via Galveston, May 1.—All is quiet 
here. The town has been in chargejof the nation- 
sltroops since 1 p. m. yesterday. During the 
armistice of 48 hours many, probably a great- 
er portion of the rebels, escaped, taking with 
them their arms. The first battalioa of United 
States forces is at Panama, the second at Colon, 
the artillery with the gatling gunare sta- 
tioned along the line at Matachin, San Pablo, 
and other places. Admiral Jouett has gone 
to Colon, and has ordered the extra forces to 
return to their stations. The contingents from 
the Pacific and north Atlantic fleets have re- 
turned to their ships. The secoad battalion 
will probably return to their steamer on May 
6ih. The conduct of the United States forces 
bos been exemplary. Three deaths havo oc- 
curred during their stay here. Thomas Bren- 
rep, firemen cn the Alliance, was shot ia the 
left leg on the evening of April 27ih, by p7i- 
vate Murray. of the second battalion and died 
on the 28th. Brennan was drunk and violent, 
and assaulted Murray with a knife while the 
Istter was arsisting in preserving peace. 
Murray then seized a_ rifle and shot 
bim. On the same night private WDa- 
vid Devin, of Corporal Cochran’s company 
wes shot by Sentinel James Macaulay, while 
tryingtorunthe lines. Brennan and Irvine 
were both buried on the 29th, in the foreign 
ecmeiery. The board of investigation pro- 
neuvnced the sentinel blameless, but he will 
be held for trial. Macaulay ig the same man

The Indians Supposed to be Preparing for 
Fresh Outrages, 

Fort Qu’ApreLua, N. W. Territory May 1.--

of the troops or preparatory to a ri ing, is not | 


known. Tho seitlers in their vicinity are 
very uneasy. Chief Factor McDonald has 
confidence in the Indians so far, and does pot 
think there is any danger. 

Others equally excquainted with Indian ways 
have contrary ideas. The Quebec Cavalry 
heve left for the Touchwood hills. It is un- 
derstood that Governor Dewdney proposes 
coming here to investigate matters. The York 
Rangers, the Sirncoe Foresters and the Win- 
nepeg cavalry are still stationed here. Extra 
precautions are maintained, A hundred men 
being kept under arms ell night.

CLarkk’s Crossinc, N. W. Ter., May 1.—A 
scout has just arrived from Prince Albert, and 
reports oll well there.

A PASSENGER THAIN DERAILED. 


The Lecomotive Ro]ls Down a Fittedén-foot 
Embankment. 

Rrapinc, Pa.. May 1.—A passenger train 
on the Reading and Columbia railroad was 
thrown from the track to-day near Columbia, 
by adefective frog. The locomotive rolled 
down a fifteen-foot embankment, and is a 
complete wreck. The baggage and smoking 
cars were badly broken. John Houck, a 
fireman, was crushed to death. Henry Right- 
sell, another employe, had one of his legs cut 
off, and was otherwise injured, probably 
fatally, and two other employes sustained in- 
juries of a serious nature. Passengers were 
badly shaken up, but all escaped without in- 
jury. 

The Hands Discharged. 

New York, May 1.—The entire force of the 
construction department of the Brooklyn navy 
yard was discharged to-day. It is said other 
discharges will follow, and that economy in 
the expenditure of the balance which is small, 
is the cause of the retrenchment.

The Wilkesbarre Epidemic. 

Witxrsnarre, Pa., May 1.—The epidemic 
at Plymouth issaid to be this morning of 
much more serious nature than it has been 
foraweek poset. One hundred and thirty 
new cases have been reported since yester- 
day, making in all over six hundred persons 
now prostrated with the disease. The ma- 
jority of the sufferers are improving, how- 
ever, which fact is attributed to the cool 
weather. The death rate is now about three 
perday. The new cases are said to be ol 
milder form. At Nanticokta the disease has 
made its appearance within the last week, 
end two deaths have taken place there since 
yesterday.

The Prebability that the King of Denmark May be 
Called Uponto Act as the Father-in-Law of 
the Two Countries—Dallying for Terms 
of Peace—Other Foreign News.
